Rev. VV. D. E. Scott, of Benders­ 
ville, pastor of th* Bendersville L uth­ 
eran charge since Ja n u a ry I, 1916, 
today announced he had presented his 
resignation 
to 
the council 
of the 
< harge, effective a t the discretion of 
that body. 
Rev. Mr. .Scott, who in 
December w ;ll have been in the min- 
r try forty-one years, says he will re­ 
tire and move to Gettysburg. 
The retiring minister was born in 
1X56 on a farm along the Taneytown 
toad, five miles south of G ettysburg, 
near what was formerly H o m er’s Mill. 
His father moved the family to Get­ 
ty -burg in 1X73. 
While residing here. 
Rev. Mr. Scott went to school under 
the late Aaron Sheoly, father of the 
late Clarence Shecly, Esq., Springs 
avenue. 
He entered the preparatory’ 
departm ent of G ettysburg College in 
1 he fall of 1X73 and seven years later, 
I KSU, graduated from G ettysburg Col- 
!**rr. 
Continuing his education, he 
entered 
the 
Lutheran 
Theological 
Seminary here and 
graduated 
with 
the class of 18X3. 
He was licensed 
to preach in 1R82 at Em m itsburg by 
the Maryland Synod of the 
Luth­ 
eran c hunch. 
A fter graduating 
from 
seminary, 
Rev. Mr. Scott’s first pastorate was 
cl Leys Ville, which he accepted in De- 
i emlter, 1883. 
A fter filling the Lovs- 
villr charge for a period of twenty- 
three years, he was elected pastor 
and superintendent of printing at th^ 
Tressier O rnhans’ Home at Loyavflle. 
He hob! this combined position for 
n*nc? years. 
On Ja n u a ry I, ILOG, he accepted the 
«all to become pastor of the Bender.- . 
v ile Lutheran charge, composed of 
i hurdles at Bendersville, W entzville 
and 
Aspers, 
succeeding 
the 
Rev. 
Joseph Arnold, now a professor in 
the Clarion County Normal School. 
No date has been set for th*' m eet­ 
ing of the joint council of the three 
churches in the Bendersville chars*0 
♦ o act upon Rev. Mr. Scott’s resigna­ 
tion. 
Rev. Mr. Scott says he d o c s not ex­ 
pect to move to G ettysburg l*>fore Oc­ 
tober.

The spirit of cooperation between 
towni and rural residents of Adams 
county will be carried to the farm ers 
( f Buchanan Valley next Wednesday 
when the first of a series of get-to­ 
gether meetings under the auspices of 
the Adams County Farm Bureau and 
the 
G ettysburg 
Chamber of 
Com­ 
merce, w ;th the .support of business 
men of other towms in the county, will 
be held. 
Details for the picnic, which wrill 
take place on the farn\ of 
M. 
E. 
Knouse, near Brysonia, commencing 
at G o’clock in the evening, were dis­ 
cussed at the first full-membership 
meeting of the G ettysburg Chamber 
Wied ne sd ay 
evening, 
attended 
by 
nearly half a hundred members, in­ 
cluding a number of new faces. 
*C. H. Hunt, secretary of the Cham ­ 
bersburg Chamber of Commerce, was 1 
the principal speaker. 
He explained 
in detail the success of a similar pro­ 
gram which has been carried on in 
Franklin county. 
As a result of the 
spirit of cooperation which prevails 
between the business man and farm er 
in his community, 
the 
farm er 
has 
added $100,000 to his receipts each 
year for milk alone, he said. 
This 
was accomplished when the Chambers­ 
burg Chamber of Commerce was suc­ 
cessful in obtainng? a 
better 
local 
competitive m arket for the milk of 
the fanner. 
Negotiations are jio w’ in 
progress which will increase^the reve­ 
nue of th e " fa n n e r along other lines, 
he stated, and incidentally give them 
more money to enjoy some of the 
luxuries of life and give more busi­ 
ness to Cham bersburg merchants. 
Beginning with unstinted praise for 
the work of county farm agents, Mr. 
Hunt became enthusiastic as he told 
of the success of the fann ers picnics 
being staged by the Chambersburg 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Each suc­ 
ceeding one. lie declared, 
becomes 
larger than the last. 
He admonished 
against the danger of making the 
farm ers’ gatherings sectional. “ They 
should be county-wide,” he 
added, 
“ with every Chamber of Commerce 
and town in the county represented. 
In Franklin county, we allow no m er­ 
chant to advertise his w ares at these 
outdoor gatherings. 
They are kept 
above the plane of the commercial and 
placed on a basis for better under­ 
standing between residents of the town 
and those of the county.” 
He* also 
advised the merchants to take their 
clerks with them on the 
picincs 
so 
that they may co-mingle with the per­ 
sons to whom they sell goods. 
Incidentally, Secretary Hunt took 
occasion to w arn the tradesmen to 
adopt w ays and means to successfully 
combat the evil of the 
mail 
order 
houses w'hich are taking a large shalt* 
of the business of Adams county peo­ 
ple. 
This business might easily bo 
diverted 
into 
local 
trade 
channels 
through the proper means of educa­ 
tion and an intensive Buy-At-Honu* 
campaign. 
Hunt said be hoped to see the day 
“ Your g reat enemies 
as 
-veil 
as 
those of Franklin county,” Mr. Hunt 
told the Cham ber members, “are tho 
mail order houses. 
They take money 
out of the county and give nothing in 
return 
which 
is beneficial 
to the 
county as a whole. 
Huge * urns each 
year are %taken from this section of 
the State by tho great 
mail 
order 
houses of New York 
and 
Chicago. 
These mamm oth stores can undersell 
1 our local merchants because they buy 
;jo far larger quantity.” 
The Cham bersburg Commerce sec­ 
retary then outlined three essential 
requisites of the local m erchants in 
order to com note with the mail order 
1 business. 
“ Intelligent 
display, 
in­ 
creased and effective advertising and 
better personal attention to customers 
are the three methods by w’hich the

While the insect has not yet made 
its appearance in 
Adams 
county, 
great concern is felt here at the re­ 
ported spread of the -Japanese beetle 
in this country until it has now de­ 
stroyed whole crops of fruit and pro­ 
duce in five counties of Pennsylvania 
and three counties of New Jersey. 
The first consignment of a shipment 
of insects that prey on the Japanese 
beetle, imported from Japan and Ko­ 
rea to exterm inate the pest, which is 
destroying plant life in great 
areas 
in Pennsylvania and New Jersey, a r ­ 
rived ju st recently at the office of 
Charles H, Hadley, government en­ 
tomologist, stationed in Riverton, New 
Jersey. 
At the suma time reports were re ­ 
ceived from W est Chester and other 
points, which 
depend upon 
q u ar­ 
antined districts fur garden produce, 
that the price of fresh vegetables l i a s 
increased more than 5 per cent as a 
result of the quarantine. 
Guards have been stationed by 
the 
state departm ent of agriculture 
on 
roads ’ending out of the infected areas 
to prevent the movement 
of produce 
outside the district, in an effort to 
check the spread of the beetles. 
The guards have halted m any trucks 
leaving the segregated districts, 
and 
seizing the produce, throwing it into 
fence cor nee* wnd -ether places, where 
it is left to rot. 
Thousands of dol­ 
lars’ worth of m arketable green goods 
have b ie r lost in this manner 
last few’ days. 
It is feared a 
shortage of the produce and ; 
quent general price rise wil 
if the pest is not soon chee 
the quarantine removed.

Demand For Chance To Be Heard

woman who was found shot to death 
in a room a t the Frederick 
county 
home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ezra Hook, Sr., on June 18, said Wed­ 
nesday through his 
attorneys 
he 
would demand that S tate’s Attorney 
Anders call him as a witness before 
the grand jury, which will meet next 
Monday to investigate Mrs. Kepner’s 
death 
and name 
the? m urderer. A 
coroner’s jury last Saturday gave a 
verdict of m urder by a person 
un­ 
known. 
At the time of Mrs. R ep­ 
in e rs death Coroner Wood called it 
suicide. 
Mr. Anders said Replier had “had 
his day in court” and w’ouid not be 
summoned to appear before the grand 
jury again “ to narrate his story be­ 
fore an investigating body.” 
Mr. Replier',?* statem ent (was the 
climax of a series of events which add­ 
ed fuel to the fire of excitement that 
has kept the citizens of Frederick 
tense for a week. 
The statem ent issued by 
Replier 
through his attorneys, Leo W me berg 
and Guy K. Molter, said in part: 
“ We do not know’ whether State's 
Attorney Anders will summon Mr. 
Kepner to appear before the ju ry . 
If he is not summoned we as his 
attorneys plan to 
demand of the 
State’s attorney th a t M r. Replier be 
given an opportunity to be heard be­ 
fore the jury. 
“Although Mr. Kepner stands be­ 
fore the bar of public opinion unjust­ 
ly accused of the murder of his wife, 
he is neither legally suspected nor 
charged with any crime and we feel 
that in all fairness he should be per­ 
mitted to tell the jury what he knows 
about the case. 
“ Mr. Replier feels keenly the death 
of his wife. 
He doe* not want th 
continue to be 
unjustly 
accused by 
public opinion and is anxious to clear 
up the mystery, it' there is any, su r­ 
rounding the death of Mrs, Kepner.' 
“ Neither the 
"tate nor 
anyone 
else h a s a c c u s e d Kcpner of Mrs. Kep­ 
ner’s death,* Mr. Anders said, "I have 
nothing to d o with Kepner. 
I don t 
want to try an imaginary case nor his 
'case in the newspapers. 
He will not 
be summoned by the State to testify 
before the grand jury.”

Political Campaign of 1859 and I860 
when Abraham Lincoln was first elect­ 
ed President of the United States, I 
had first gu.ned my majority and cast 
my vote for that grand old man. 
I well remember how we young 
men went wild about the great “ Rail- 
splitter’’ of 
the 
West. 
We 
held 
political meetings in every town in 
the county and the usual scene was 
the carrying of a huge rail on the 
shoulders of several men. 
After Mr. 
Lincoln’s 
election 
the 
country was thrown into a wonderful 
turmoil, the Southern States thnPat- 
ening to secede if Lincoln was in­ 
augurated and the Northern States 
rejoicing over his election and the ex- 
• itemem becoming more intense when 
d drew near the time of inauguration. 
A movement was set on foot to mob 
him when he passed through Balti­ 
more on his way to Washington, hut 
that was frustrated by the Governor 
of Pennsylvania and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad officials by running a special 
train through ahead of the scheduled 
time and when the mob was looking 
for him to pass through Baltimore he 
was already at the Capitol at W ash­ 
ington. 
A very ridiculous incident occurred 
in th£ region of the county bordering 
on Maryland. 
Steps W ere taken to 
organize home guards and there wras 
a meeting being held in the Court 
House for that purpose. 
The fact 
that they tried to mob Mr. Lincoln at 
Baltimore started a rumor that the

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mob had started on an invasion of the 
border towns of 
Pennsylvania 
and 
they were taking up the railroad and 
moving on to Hanover and then to 
New Oxford and on to Gettysburg.

along the 
route. 
They first stopped at New Oxford and 
all stations between New Oxford and 
Gettysburg. 
When they got to Get­ 
tysburg the perspiration was rolling 
off of them like rain. 
They reported 
the terrible news at the meeting in 
the Court House and a company was 
formed and pickets were placed on 
every road that entered Gettysburg. 
The inhabitants of 
town remained 
up all night expecting the mob to 
enter the town at any moment. 
New Oxford Organized a company 
armed with old shot guns, pitch forks, 
shovels and spades and 
sent word 
along the line for ammunition. 
An 
engine was sent from Gettysburg to 
New Oxford. 
It stopped at Granite 
Station where Robert Bell and several 
others took passage on the fender wiUi 
a keg of powder for a seat and went 
as far as New Oxford. 
At New Ox­ 
ford 
they 
found old Dr. Pfeiffer, 
drilling the company he had organized 
for the protection of the town. 
But 
the mob never appeared. 
This affair 
only showed how 
ridiculous 
people 
will make themselves under excite­ 
ment. 
Robert Bell later became Major of 
the 21st Pennsylvania Cavalry. 
Then came in rapid succession the 
firing on Fort Sumter by the Southern 
troops and the calling out of 75,000 
volunteers by Mr. Lincoln.
